BAAMBA PEOPLE ARE ADDICT- 
ED TO CANNIBALISM. 


Account of Survey and Explora- 
tion of Lake Region of Cen- 
tral Africa, 


Major R. G. T. Bright, C.M.G., 
gave an interesting account of sur- 
vey and exploration in the Ruwen- 
zorri and take Region, Central 
Africa, before the Royal Geogra- 
ig Society in London recently. 

he country described is in the 
neighborhood of the western bor- 
der of the Uganda Protectorate and 
the Congo State, 

Major Bright gave some interst- 
ing details regarding the natives 
of the country through which the 
expedition passed. The people of 
Bavira are noticeable by their wo- 
men wearing a particularly disfigur- 
ing ornament in their upper lips— 
an embellished wooden disc from 
2% in. to 3 in. in diameter. The 
young men and women dress their 
hair with a mixture of light clay. 


ELEPHANT COUNTRY. 


The district between the Congol- 
ese stations Kasindi and Beni, 
Major Bright reported, is an ideal 
elephant country, and is tenanted 
by some large herds. The Etuli 
forest and the wooden slopes of 
Ruwenzorri form veritable strong- 
holds for elephants, while in the 
Toro Game Preserve devastated 
plantations and spoor testify to the 
numbers still living in and around 
the protected country. In the open 
country, on the southern shore of 
Lake Albert, when the palms are 
mashy, elephant and buffalo roam 
over them. The river Etuli is here 
tenanted by numberless hippopo- 
tami and crocodiles, the former 
of which are a danger to the canoes 
of the natives. 

Lions enter the station at Fort 
Portal during the wet season, but, 
apparently, do little damage to hu- 
man life or domesticated stock 
They subsist mainly on the wild 
pig, a great scourge to the native’s 
cultivation, and it is said that the 
natives prefer liotis to the destruc- 
tive wart-hog ,and are chary of giv- 
ing information to enable them to be 
hunted, 

THEIR BELIEF. 

The Bahima, or aristocracy of 
the tribes, believe vaguely in an 
all-powerful Deity, who is associ- 
ated mainly with rain, thunder, 
and other weather phenomena.

To the 
Bahima devils the Baero (or serfs)

ADDICTED TO CANNIBALISM, 


The Baamba people, living in the 
forest near the Etuli river are ad- 
aicted to cannibalism of a parti- 
cularly loathsome form. Families 
exchange their young children, who 
are then eaten. They are, never- 
.eless, a jovial people, although a 
constant warfare goes on between 
village and village. Each village 
has a club-house, furnished with a 
few rough boughs three-legged 
chairs, made of the forked boughs 
of a tree, on which the members lie. 
fhe men gather here to talk and 
smoke, 


SEVERAL TRIBES. 


The Batwa or Bambutu inhabit 
the forest on both sides of the 
Etuli. They stand about 4ft. high, 
and are long-armed, short-legged, 
and ugly. ‘the legs are dispropor- 
tionately short, the feet large, and 
the body is covered with a sort of 
down, Both sexes affect a state of 
complete nudity, Though there are 
several different tribes of pygmies, 
they appear to have no tribal or- 
ganization. It is the custom for a 
group of families to attach them- 
selves to a negro chief, and, in re- 
turn for food, to assist him to fight 
his enemies. The standard of mor- 
ality of these little people is high, 
and, strange to say, they are re- 
markably intelligent. The wild 
beasts living in this forest are kill- 
ed for food, even the elephant. 
Poisoned arrows are used for the 
purpose.

KILLED TENT-PEGGING. 


British Gunner Impaled on His Own 
Lance, 


Corporal Newman, a_ gunner of

rail, For the new road, which will 
extend in a generally eastward 
direction from Muntapan, the — 
ent terminus of the Indian railw 
system, a foundation will be afford- 
ed most of the way by intervenin 
islands and by a submerged ree 
in one of the few channels to be 
crossed, The line is likely to have 
a length of fifty miles or more, but 
in the route selected there are few 
marine gaps to be spanned. These 
will be closed with embankments, 
and for the benefit of coasting ves- 
sels, which might be inconvenienced 
by so continuous a barrier, a shi 
canal is to be constructed throug 
one of the small islands, nearly at 
right angles with the railway.

Tha chief benefit to be derived 
from the new road will be an im- 
provement in the facilities of Cey- 
lon tea growers for getting their 
products to market.

The Florida road is 
carried from one island to the next 
by a trestle, not a solid embank- 
ment, probably at a lower cost than 
that involved ne ace aageiy 
scheme, thou ossi at gre 
risk. pT eg the fey West 
road, when finished, will be devoted 
almost exclusively to passenger 
traffic, while the India-Ceylon line 
is expected to handle large quan- 
tities of freight.

FORTUNE FROM SANDWICHES. 


Ham, Corned Beef, Cheese, Sar- 
dine, Beef and Tongue. 

There has just died at the age of | 
sixty-seven a man of the name of 
Angelo Basso, of New York, who} 
amassed a fortune amounting to| 
$500,000 by selling sandwiches. Bas- | 
s> was credited with giving the | 
‘‘hest, biggest, and most appetiz- 
ing’’ sandwich in town for the mod- 
est sum of a_ nickel (five cents). 
Everyone knew Basso’s sandwiches, | 


a rule by which 90 per cent. of the 
poor consumptives of the country 
will be compelled to enter the pub- 
lic infirmaries, where, of course, 
they will be effectively isolated, will 
have every possible chance of re- 
covery, and will no longer be a 
danger to their fellows. 

Burns’s plan is based on the fact 
that 90 per cent. of the poor con- 
sumptives in England, at one stage 
or another of their disease, are 
compelled to scek what is known 
as out relief from the poor law au- 
tborities. Out relief consists of a 
weekly dole of money from the pub- 
lic funds which is given to persons 
who are not absolutely destitute} 
and who are desirvus of keeping out 
ot the workhouse. It is good in 
most cases because it enabled many 
a family to tide over bad times 
without the radical breaking up 
which must always result from sel- 
ling up the few sticks of furniture 
they possess and entering the poor- 


house. It also saves many desery- 
ing persons from the workhouse 
stigma, 


But in the case of consumptives 
it enables the patient to make him- 
self a center of infection. Burns’s 
first step, therefore, has been to 
issue an order as president of the 
local government board, making 
tuberculosis a notifiable disease. 
This means that every medical man 
who comes across a case of con- 
sumption in his practice must no- 
tify the name and address and cer- 
tain other particulars concerning 
the patient to the representative of 
the local government board in his 
district. These names will then be 
furnished to the poor law authori-

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MISTAKES IN CALF FEEDING.. 


Advice is often asked by farmers 
and dairymen regarding sick and 
scouring calves. This is apart 
from the scouring and sickness 
that calves die within twenty-four 
or forty-eight hours after birth 
(calf cholera). There is a kind of 
scouring that calves suffer with 
after they are well started in life 
and from one week to two or more 
months old. In not less than five 
cases out of every six the whole 
trouble is brought on by misman- 
agement on the part of those who 
had their feeding in charge. Some 
are so anxious to save the cream 
for the family or to sell that they 
think the little calf can just as 
well subsist on skim milk when it 
is only a week old, and they begin 
feeding skim milk wholly to this 
little young thing. Some calves 
will no doubt not be injured by it, 
providing it is fed fresh and warm 
from the separator, but the ma- 
jority of calves a week old have 
not strength of digestion enough 
to digest it properly and it passes 
through the alimentary canal in 
an undigested state, or the 60 
called ‘white scour’’ state—sim- 
ply chyle. The calf is constantly 
bawling for something to eat, runs 
down in flesh and becomes worth- 
less. All this could have been pre- 
vented had the owner not robbed 
the calf of nature’s nourishment 
and had he fed it whole milk a 
week longer, and then by degrees 
change to skim milk. 

In other cases it becomes too 
much trouble for some to warm the 
milk for calves, and it is fed almost 
ice cold, as it comes from a_ cold 
water or ice separator. The result 
is that the average nalf’s stomach 
is chilled and the digestion im 
paired, if not ruined. Then the 
owner desires a remedy for calf 
scour. Some allow the calf to get 
extremely hungry, do not feed at 
regular hours, then feed a double 
quantity, and engorge the stomach 
| beyond what can be digested. The 
calf bloats and perhaps dies in 
consequence; but if it escapes that

tity they may have, is good 
enough for calf feed. Then when 
the calf's digestion becomes im- 
paired they seek to furnish a 
remedy. 


Never feed a calf any milk but 


fresh new milk from either its 
mother or a fresh cow until it is 
not less than ten days old, then 
mix it with half skim milk and 
gradually reduce the whole milk 


until the calf is a month old. , 

Never try to feed a cait cold milk 
until past two months of age, al- 
ways warm the milk to about 100 
degrees, and never warm it to the 
point of scalding ac. 

At the present t’me scientists 
are advising the warming of milk 
(sterilizing it) by bringing it up to 
168 degrees and holding it there 
for ten minutes to kill pessible dis- 
ease germs. All such milk should 
be doctored by the use of flaxseed 
jelly or linseed oil meal. Never 
stir linseed meal, oatmeal, wheat 
bran or middlings or any other 
meal in milk. Always gently pour 
the oatmeal or other meals on top 
of the milk, and as the calf drinks 
the milk the meal will settle to the 
bottom of the pail, and then the 
calf will lick it and suck it down 
and no harm will follow. When it 
is stirred in the milk scouring may 
result as the meal will be carried 


jalong the digestive tract with the 


milk further than it should be be- 
fore the gastric juices will act upon 
it. Never feed loppered or sour 
milk to a calf. Sweet buttermilk 
after a calf is twu months of age 
may be fed as a part milk food; but 
acid or sour buttermilk never feed 
to a calf, 

In conclusion study to prevent 
calf scour. This should be the 
effort of all calf raisers—not seek 
remedies to cure it. Keep all pails 
used in calf feeding as clean as 
your milk pails. If troughs area 
used, always flush them with pure, 
clean water after the calves have 
When calf rais- 
ers will learn to observe the 
simple precautions mentioned 
sconring calves and weak emaciat- 
ed ones will rarely be seen.

} A GLOVE HINY, 
Few Women Know How to Put on 
Long Gloves. 

Few of us know the proper way to 
put on long gloves. The common cus 
tom is to pull the gloves on any wag 
without regard to the lines of th 
hands or the seams of the gloves. 
This manner of putting them on makes 
them lose thelr shape woefully quickly. 

Gloves lose form rapidly, no matter 
how treated, but with proper care they 
will Gt snugly for a longer period than 
the average person would think. 

The wrong way of putting on gloves 
eruses them to stretch out of shape, 
A split between the fingers, break ‘in 
the stitching, to tear out the small 
three cornered piece below the thumb 
and to sag at the top. 

It should take at least ten minutes 
to put long gloves on properly. The 
firet time the gloves are worn it should 
take at least twenty. By. stretching 
them before putting them on time can 
be saved, but they «must not be 
stretched too much or too hard. 

In putting on gloves the thumb 
should be left on the ontsidé and all 
four fingers started at once. Keep the 
fingers of the other hand close together 
and rub slowly, but with a firm pres- 
sure. 

Continue this process until the hand 
fs partly in the glove; then with the 
thumb and first two fingers of the free 
nand fit each finver separately. Rub 
the front and back of the fingers, but 
not the sides. When the fingers are in 
the covering, put the thumb tn, using 


sthe same method. 


When this is completed, adjust the 
glove and button the first button. Do 
this before fitting the mousquetaire 
portion. Do not pull the glove up by 
grasping at the top, as this stretches 
{t and causes it to wrinkle and lose its 
shape. 

Follow the same plan as was used 
in putting in the fingers—rub them 
gently. When the glove thus has bee 
properly put on, the folds can be 
ranged as one wishes. 

To take off gloves, peel them 
turning inside out. Do not grab 
finger tops and pull them of

AUSTRIA. 


In Austrian cities been 
Trieste, Prague) poor children are 
fed partly by private charitable as- 
sociations and partly by the use of 
municipal funds. The municipality 
furnishes rooms usually in the 
school buildings. 


BELGIUM. 


In Liege the municipality has fur- 
nished soup free for many ycars 
to all children in the kindergartens. 
The benefits of this practice have 
recently been extended to the chil- 
dern of the first year’s course, and 
to needy children in the second 
and third years’ courses. 

In Antwerp food is served to all 
who wish to buy. There is a chage 
of five centimes a day in the kinder- 
garten and ten centimes in the ele- 
mentary. 

In Brussels meals are served to 
indigent children. 


DENMARK. 


In Copenhagen meals are provid- 
ed freo for all children who wish 
them. No questions are raised as to 
the economic conditions of the par- 
ents. One-third of the children in 
the free schools were reported, in 
1905, as taking advantage of this 
opportunity. The work is admin- 
istered by an association directly 
connected with the swnunicipality-and 
recovering from it a yearly grant 
to supplement the private contri- 
butions.

The members of the little phil 
anthropic colony live happily to 
gether, and their every want is ad 
ministered to by this second Mrs 
Wiggs, who acually delights in sup 
plying their needs. She does their 
washing, cooks the.r meals; in fact, 
any deed which will brighten their 
lives, she is ready to perform 
None of them is related to Mrs 
Holm in any way. ‘They merely 
came, and since their coming have 
had every attention paid them. 

Hanging on the front door of her 
little home is a large key. Anyone 
passing cannot help but see it. 
This key will open any door at her 
humble home. If you have no place 
to sleep, you are welcome to use 
this key. If no one is at home, you 
are still welcome to help yourself 
of the family larder, and there is 
plenty. 

Since the date of their marriage, 
1875, Mrs. Holm and her husband, 
who has recently died, have always 
kept open house. This plan was 
first practiced in Dexter, Ia., 
where the young pair first male 
their home.

HOLLAND. 


Utrecht has since 1904 provided 
free dinners during the winter 
months for children designated by 
the head of school and approved 
by the proper officials. In other 
cities of Holland the relief is en- 
tirely in the hands of charitable 
organizations, in most cases with- 
out aid from municipal funds. 
NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 

Free meals are provided neces- 
sitous children by the local authori- 
ties. In Stockholm, kitchens are 
constructed in connection with the 
school buildings in all parishes. 
In Christiania provision is made for 
the purchase of tickets by parents 
who are able to pay about 24% cents 
per meal, and in some parishes of 
Stockholm, those who are able _to 
pay are charged about 1 cent for a 
meal, consisting as a rule of two 
dishes.

SPAIN, 


In Madrid an association has re- 
cently been organized for maintain- 
ing ‘‘school canteens.’’ This is un- 
der supervision of the public au- 
thorities and receives assistance 
f.om the ministry of education, the 
provincial administration and the 
municipality. It supplies food to 
those qualified for relief, while 
children who can afford it pay 2% 
to 3% cents per week toward the 
canteen expenses. 

Barcelona supplies, through re- 
ligious charitable associations, 
breakfast and lunch to children 
who furnish certificates of poverty. 


SWITZERLAND. 


In Zurich the provision of meals 
is in the hands of the school author- 
ity of each district, assisted in some 
districts by charitable organiza- 
tions. Meals are given to all under- 
fed children. Well-to-do parents 
pay 3 cents a meat,
